ABOUT SHOE BUYING.

Points to ItVuiPiiilier When IJeing
Fitted With Fowtguar.

Never wear a shoe that will not allow
the. great toe to He in a straight line.

Xever Wear a shoe with a sole narrower
than the outline of the foot traced with a
pencil close under the rounding edge.

Never wear a shoe tti.it. pinches the heel.
Never wear a shoe or boot u large In

the heel that the foot Is not kept In place.
Never wear a shoe or boot tight nnvvvhere.
Never wear a shoe or boot that has de-

pressions in any part of the sole to drop
any joint below the level plane.

Never wear a shoe with a sole turned up
very much nt the toes, as this cau-f- s the
cords on the upper part of the foot to con-
tract.

Never wear a shoe that presses up Into
the hollow of the foot.

Never come from high heels to tow heels
at one jump.

Never wear ore pair of shoes all the time
unless obliged to do so. Two pair of boots
worn a day at a time alternately last longer
and are much moro healthful.

Never wear a short stocking, or one which
after being washed Is not at least one-ha- lf

Inch longer thin the foot. Bear in mind
that stockine shrink. Be sure that they
wlll allow vour toes to spread out at the
extreme ends, us this keeps the joints in
